It is figured out that the consolida-j 
tion of the Eastern arid Western pen­ 
itentiaries at the Centre county insti­ 
tution which is now being constructed, 
the bill for which parsed the Senate 
this week, will mean a good deal more 
in the way of expenditures for Adams 
county for the maintenance 
of 
her 
prisoners than is paid now. 
The per capita Wa<»e per 
day 
for 
m aintenance in the Eastern peniten­ 
tiary, w’here the Adams county 
con­ 
victs are sent, w as ID cents in BMI, 
while it was 39 cents in the W estern 
penitentiary. 
In 1914 Adams 
county 
paid $1191.68. 
These same prisoners, 
under 
the 
Western 
penitentiary 
charge of 39 cents a day. would have 
coat $24 46.08 or $1 £54.40 more 
than 
in the Eastern penitentiary. 
A number of senators who voted for 
the consolidation 
bill 
obtained 
re­ 
ports of 
the 
two 
institutions 
for 
1914 afterw ard and did some figuring, 
much to their astonishment. 
It is said th a t 
an 
effort 
will 
lie 
made to have 
Governor 
Brumbaugh 
veto the bill.

composed the choir.

sung by the boys, was unusually beau 
tiful.

Many fruit grow ers in this county 
report the presence of a blight w’hieh 
has attacked their apple 
trees 
and 
some of them feared the presence of 
a new pest or enemy w’hich would in­ 
terfere with their crop 
this 
year— 
otherwise expected to 
be

record 
breaker. 
One of the 
county’s 
lieut 
knowTn orchardists this morning said 
in an interview on the subject, 
“This is nothing at 
all 
unusual, 
though the presence of the 
trouble 
this year is possibly mort* widespread 
than usual. Some of our growers re­ 
port a g reat deal of it while 
others 
have comparatively little. The enemy 
is known as the “ Fire Blight’’ or “ Pear 
Blight’’, and may be expected to 
re­ 
turn annually. I-ast year there 
was 
( n.pa i.lively little of it here while 
tv; i years ago it was 
generally 
re­ 
ported. It has been felt annually with 
varying 
severity 
for 
m any 
years 
past. 
“ It appears in the form of cankers 
on the limbs and trunk of 
the 
tree, 
attack s the blossoms and 
later 
the 
twigs of the new growth. 
There 
is 
only one way to fight it and that 
is 
by cutting out the affected part. This 
is such a tedious and extensive task 
that it b a question w hether or 
not 
it is worth while.” 
To those growers who are com para­ 
tively new in the business the blight 
I caused no 
little 
alarm . 
F irst 
they 
thought the trouble 
was 
caused 
by 
the spraying material they used, hut 
later they found that it was 
not 
to 
blame and they were at a loss for an 
explanation. The trouble has appeared 
not only in this county, 
but 
across 
the m ountains in 
Franklin 
county, 
an*! in W ashington county, Maryland.

Rome, May 19. — Dispatches from 
Trieste confirm previous reports that 
a revolutionary movement is in pro 
gress there. 
The town is in a state of siege. The 
presence of 
the military, however, 
has failed to prevent attem pts at pop­ 
ular uprisings and demonstrations of 
hostility to Emperor Francis .Joseph. 
Dispatches from Trieste telegraphed 
from the frontier to the 
Idea Na-J 
zionale state that the num ber killed I 
in the rioting of Sunday was about, 
fifty, including several aged men. The 
Austrian authorities had three cannon 
trained on the town from the height 
of Opicina and also threatened to have 
the 
city 
bombarded 
by 
warships. 
Strong forces of troops occupy the 
lily. There have been explosions in 
two powder magazines and attempts 
to pillage gunsmith’s shops. 
The automobiles of every member 
of the Italian cabinet, with the ex­ 
ception 
of Premier Saiandra, were 
commandeered by the army author! 
ties. 
The Italian parliament will be asked 
tomorrow to vote only on a bill con­ 
taining a single clause conferring ple­ 
nary powers on the government, in 
connection with the Austro-Italian cri­ 
sis, according to the Giornale D'italia. 
Final action regarding war is not 
expected until after that time unless 
Austria makes the first move, which is 
considered unlikely, in view of the 
pacific speeches made In the 
Hun­ 
garian diet. 
Michael De (liers, the new Russian 
ambassador to Italy, was received by 
King Victor Emmanuel, to whom be 
presented his credentials. It is assert­ 
ed that M. De Giers also delivered to 
the king an autograph letter from E m ­ 
peror Nicholas congratulating Victor 
Emmanuel on the attitude taken by 
Italy. 
Alarmist rumors of all kinds are be 
ing circulated, and the situation Is so 
tense there are many who believe 1 
them. 
One report was to the effect 
that Prince von Buelow, the German 1 
ambassador, already bad left the city 
secretly. Ft was unfounded, although a 
special train is kept in readiness (o 
carry him to St. Gothard if a break 
comes, as he is understood to have * 
expressed a wish to return to Berlin 
by way of Switzerland. Another spe- ' 
elal train stands ready with steam to 
•peed for the Austrian frontier, by 1 
way of Verona and 
Brenner, with 
Baron von Maechio, the Austrian am- * 
bassador, aud his staff.
